The Rock of Gibraltar 


Sefior Serrano Sufier, General Franco's 


brother-in-law, has arrived in Rome 
from Berlin. He has been received 
with the highest honours, and it is 


evident that the Italian Government 
attaches unusual importance to his visit. 
Yesterday he spent an hour and a haif 
with Signor Mussolini, who was accom- 
panied by Count Ciano; and he wi! 
remain in Rome until to-morrow, when 
he will return to report to General Franco 
in Madrid. Sejior Sufier, while represent- 
ing the Caudillo, is in no sense of the 
term a plenipotentiary. His visits to 
Berlin and Rome have been “explora- 
tory.”” He has committed General Franco 
io nothing; but, presumably he will be 
in a position to convey to the Caudillo 
from first-hand knowledge the views of 
the German and Italian Governments. 
The problem that has been occupying the 
attention of Berlin and Rome during 
Sefior Suifier’s visit has been Spain’s 
future attitude towards the “Axis” 
Powers. General Franco, to do him 
justice, makes no secret of his sympathies. 
During the Spanish Civil War he received 
invaluable assistance from both Germany 
and Italy. Naturally, he has not forgotten 
the support which he was given by Herr 
Hitler and Signor Mussolini, and there is 
no doubt at all that, being himself a totali- 
tarian ruler, he is on the side of tho 
other totalitarian States in the present 


war. Ideological sympathy is one thing; 
active participation is another. It must 
be remembered that Spain suffered 


grievously during her Civil War. Apart 
from the severe material damage that was 
inflicted on the country, the Spanish 
people became thoroughly exhausted 
after two years of continuous bloodshed ; 
and, however much they may sympathise 
with the Germans and Italians, they 
hardly can be expected to go to war again 
in a cause which, after all, is not their 
own. General Franco is a statesman of 
some ability. He realises the dangers .o 
which Spain would be exposed .if she 
should declare war on Great Britain; and 
it is believed generally in well-informed 
circles that he is more than anxious *o 
avoid a premature decision. Spain has 
not forgotten the Peninsular War. She 
has a wholesome respect for British sea- 
power; and, although she may not 
welcome the presence of the British in 
Gibraltar, her people have no particular 
desire to see the “Rock” in the pos- 
» session of apy foreign State, General

The capture of Gibraltar is one of the 
main objects of Italo-German policy. The 
Italians already have launched an attack 
upon Egypt; but so long as the British 
retain possession of Gibraltar, their 
dream of mare nostrum must remain 
unfulfilled. Even if Marshal Graziani 
should conquer Egypt and seize the Suez 
/Canal, the British Navy still would 
control the Red Sea, and, with continued 
possession of Gibraltar, the British would 
be able to bottle up the Italians in the 
Mediterranean. Gibraltar has been in 
British hands since 1704. It has been 
attacked on several occasions; and, in 
1779, when the British were engaged in 
the American War of Independence, it 
withstood a siege of more than three and 
a half years against the combined forces 
of France and Spain. Admittedly, 
weapons of attack have been improved 
beyond measure since those far-off days; 
but methods of defence also have improved 
to an equal degree, and the red hot balls 
and incendiary shells with which General 
Eliott’s little garrison dispersed the Duc 
de Crillon’s floating batteries one hundred 
and sixty years ago have been replaced 
by all the most modern paraphernalia of 
defensive warfare. A successful attack on 
the Rock of Gibraltar from the sea is 
virtually impossible, unless, and until, 
the British Navy shall have suffered a 
major defeat. The fortress can be bombed 
from the air; but during the last four 
years the British authorities have been 
able to perfect their defences against air 
attack, and most of the military experts 
take the view that the game, from 
the attackers’ point of view, would 
not be worth the candle. The only remain- 
ing method of attack is by land. It is 
here that Spain could be of use to the 
“Axis” Powers. In order to reach the 
narrow isthmus that joins Gibraltar with 
the mainland, German and Italian troops 
must have a right of way through Spain. 
Our Military Correspondent believes that 
such an_ enterprise out of the 
question ”.—for one thing, he doubts the 
capacity of the Spanish railway system 
to carry loads of two hundred and fifty 
tons from the French frontier—but the 
experiences of the present war have shown 
that nothing really is impossible. Herr 
Hitler flew in the face of all military 
theory after the break-through at Maas- 
tricht, and complete success justified his 
breach with orthodoxy. It is quite on the 
cards that, with the active support of the 
Italians, he will make a sudden swoop on 
Gibraltar, rushing his Panzer divisions 
through Spain; but before he can do any- 
thing he must make certain of General 
Franco’s assistance. Will it be given; 
and, if it is given, will Gibraltar be able 
to hold out against a mass attack by 
German tanks and heavy calibre artillery, 
reinforced by fierce bombardment from the 
air? These questions probably will be 
answered within the next few weeks.

America Takes Thought 


Under the Johnson Act of some few 
years ago the United States is forbidden 
to lend money to Great Britain or any 
other nation which has failed to pay its 
war debts in full. Under last year’s ‘‘ cash 
and carry ” legislation Great Britain, and 
every other belligerent nation, must pay 
cash for munitions that they buy from the 
United States. The two Acts, in combina- 
tion, severely restrict purchases of war 
material, and there are signs that the 
Americans are uneasy about the effect on 
Great Britain. There is no doubt that 
most citizens of the United States are 
strongly sympathetic with Great Britain’s 
cause in the present war, not only because 
they are bound to her by the powerful tie 
of language, but also because they share 
her democratic institutions:and detest the 
very name of ‘‘totalitarianism.’’ They do 
not wish to enter the war, but they are 
eager to allow Britain all the assistance, 
“short of war,” that they can spare. The 
two Acts stand in the way. It was intended 
originally that the ‘‘cash and carry” 
legislation should operate in Great 
Britain’s favour; she had the shipping 
and the command of the sea, necessary for 
the transporting of arms from America, 
while Germany had neither ; she could buy 
dollars for the purchase of materials, while 
Germany’s lack of foreign exchange was an 
open secret. So far the Act has been 
highly beneficial to Britain, but a time 
must come when her supply of money will 
become exhausted ; already, indeed, a great 
proportion of her American securities must 
have gone into the pockets of the munitions 
firms. How is the United States to 
continue her help to Great Britain in 
these circumstances? A simple proposal 
has been made by Senator King, who urges 
tHát the two countries shall “do a deal.” 
Great Britain will make over her posses- 
sions, or some of her possessions, in the 
Pacific to the United States, whether on 
lease or otherwise; and, in return, the 
United States not merely will reduce the 
outstanding portion of Great Britain’s 
debt, but will grant her new loans. This 
proposal, of course, would involve an 
amendment of the Johnson Act in so far 
as it relates to the United Kingdom, but, 
in the present temper of “America, it is 
unlikely that the'amendment would meet 
with more than formal opposition in 
Congress. Few Americans are averse from 
a bargain, and this particular bargain 
would be highly advantageous to both 
sides. : | 

It does not appear that the proposal will 
be brought before Congress during the 
present session, if the opinion of Senator 
Barkley, Democratic leader in the Senate, 
is correct; but the odds are that some 
‘such bargain will be struck before very 
much longer. The United States is alarmed 
for her own security. She realises that 
her defences are by no means strong enough

‘‘ outermost line.” The recent bargain, 
whereby America obtained important 
British bases in the Atlantic in 
return for fifty destroyers, was at 
least as profitable to the United 
States. as to Great Britain, and it 
fitted her new policy admirably. Senator 
Long’s proposal is, in effect, very similar. 
The United States may not be able to 
spare any more ships for the Royal Navy, 
but she can spare munitions of other kinds, 
which will be equally useful. In recom- 
pense, she will strengthen her Pacifiv 
approaches, as her Atlantic approaches 
already have been strengthened, by the 
acquisition of British bases. It is, at 
least, questionable whether the British, so 
heavily embroiled in Europe, could retain 
Singapore and Hong Kong against a 
really serious assault by the Japanese—if 
the latest pact between Rome, Berlin and 
Tokyo should bring Japan into the war. 
The Americans, on the other hand, still 
can afford to maintain a formidable fleet 
in the Pacific, and the possession of these 
bases, with others, would. relieve much of 
their anxiety for the Philippines. The 
bargain well might prove to be the spark 
setting the Pacific ablaze; but Congress 
may deem any risk worth while which will 
prevent, the expansion of J apan’s empire.

Slates 


“To start off with a clean slate’’ is an 
idiom that means nothing to the children 
of to-day. Slates, to them, are the flat 
pieces of rock that are used as roofing 
material. Their school scribbling is done 
in a “jotter.” The school slate has gone 
out of use even in the infant classes, and, 
as a result, there is a constant.drain on the 
pockets of parents for new '' jotters.’’ The 
Government is not altogether to blame for 
the heavy annual bills for schdol-books 
that upset the financial calculations of the 
autumn. The fathers and mothers of the 
parents of to-day were rendered equally 
indignant—or desperate if their circum- 
stances were straitened—by the “ ridiculous 
assortment’ of books that school children 
were required to purchase, and probably 
their fathers and mothers also had some- 
thing to say on the subject twenty-five to 
furty years earlier. The system of free 
education falters when faced with its 
natural corollary of free books. To the 
parents of the majority of children 
attending national schools there may be 
no great hardship or injustice in the fact 
that they have to provide the individual 
educational appliances, but to the very 
poor, with large families, the bill for 
books may be as heavy as a month’s 
account at the grocer’s shop, It is 
necessary, of course, that a child should 
have his own reader, and history, and 
arithmetic, and atlas, but why he should 
be required to fill ‘‘jotter” after 
““jotter” with his scribblings in the 
course of a term is something that has 
not been explained satisfactorily. It may 
be part of the modern craze for the keep- 
ing of records. Students of history may 


‘wish that the records of many centuries 


ago were not so sparse, but students of 
literature are fortunate in that only the 
best has been preserved. If modern 
civilisation should be destroyed by the air 
war, those who dig in the remains of our 
cities in the future will have to sift a 
tremendous amount of useless written and 
printed material before they find anything 
worth while. They will be cursed with 
an accumulation of card index systems, 
correspondence files and school ‘‘ jotters.’’ 
Not only has the slate ceased to be good 
enough for the least important of 
children’s school scribbling—their more 
serious efforts are entered in ‘‘ exercise 
books’’—but, in many schools, the 
cheapest form of ‘‘jotter’’ is taboo. 
Comparatively expensive writing books, 
sometimes with the name of the school 
printed on the cover, are scheduled for 
use. The paper on which journalists write 
their ‘‘copy’’ is shoddy when contrasted 
with the elegant stuff on which their 
offspring practise spelling or draw un 
complimentary pictures of the teacher. 
The scarcity of paper has led to many 
economies, particularly in Great Britain, 
but one of the most convenient means of 
saving paper—the rehabilitation of the 
school slate—seems, so far, to have been 
overlooked.

MR. RALPH CUSACK’S 
PAINTINGS 


SOME. ATTRACTIVE 
PICTURES 


The paintings of Mr. Ralph Cusack, now 
on view at the Dublin Painters’ Gallery, 
7 St. Stephen’s Green, tend to create the im- 
pression that the artist is little inclined to 
sentiment. His colours are clamant. He too 
readily penetrates appearances and over- 
emphasises detail. Every boat that ever 
floated in water is an object of sentiment; 
however small and simple it may be, it will 
have an imaginative appeal. Mr. Cusack has 
painted a boat, and it appears to be but a 
thing of ribs and planks; there is colour 
within and without and all about it, but of 
glamour, nothing. 

In too many of his paintings there is this 
indisposition to unity in the conception, or 
the composition, of a view. Yet the brilliance 
and clarity of atmosphere in most of these 
paintings make a striking. appeal, and the 
eye is delighted with the audacity of the 
colour contrasts. 


HIS REAL ART 


colourful, decorative designs, and vivid dis- 
positions of tones in groups of flowers, but 
the real art of the man is exhibited in a 
few paintings of mellowed ambience of atmos- 
phere and of. a higher cult still to be 
developed. 

One example of Mr. Cusack’s finer vein is 
the small picture, No. 20, ‘‘ Seaside Out of 
Season,” in which detail is charmed with the 
faintest colour to a harmony. Another, No. 
4, “Evening in the North,”’ is a most attrac- 
tive picture in the softness of its intensest 
tone: Here the artist has manipulated light 
with rare skill. i 

Many canvases claim attention for their 
idealistic composition. One of the most 

leasing of these is No. 23, a purely sub- 

jective inspiration. There is in the brilliance 
of Ralph Cusack’s work to-day the promise 
of harmonic radiance to-morrow.

INSURANCE AGAINST AIR ATTACKS 


——

N answer to the expressed desire that 
there shall be some form of insurance 
of property against air attacks, the Govern- 
ment experts are said to be aang. ae 
high pressure to produce a scheme w ich 
will be practicable. The problem is ex- 
tremely complicated, and it may take 
weeks to arrive at a solution; but there 
is a hope that a scheme will be devised 
which will be beneficial to holders of small 
property, many of whom have suffered in 


recent raids throughout the country. The. 


insurance scheme in operation during the 
last war worked very well, and it may 
that it will form a basis for any forth- 
coming measure. 


A.R.P. Services 


One of the results of the experience of 
the last few weeks is that a number of 
alterations may be made in the A.R.P. 
services. One problem concerns the 
Auxiliary Fire Service, in particular. At 
the outbreak of the war this fire service 
was widely dispersed, and with single 
pumps the crews were scattered all over 
the London boroughs. This had an advan- 
tage, as no fire could be more than two 
or three. minutes away from a pump, 
while it also meant that a blow on the 
whole district’s fire-fighting services was 
immensely diminished. When the aerial 
attack which everybody had supposed would 
come at the opening of the war did not 
develop, more economically-minded local 
councils began to object to the small extra 
expenditure involved in dispersal; but 
there was a rapid change at the time of 
the invasion of Norway. The practical 
effect is that, whereas before, if an 
incendiary bomb fell on a house, an A.F.S. 
pump was round within two or three 
minutes, the period is now much longer. 
This calls for some improvement in the 
service. 
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Railway Rates 


In financial circles in the City there is 
much speculation regarding the railway 
rates position, as it is expected that the 
decision of the committee which has been 
investigating the question of an increase 
in fares will be given in the course of the 
next few days, and the Minister of Trans. 

rt at the moment is reviewing matters. 
En the circumstances, holders of railway 
shares are not anxious to increase their 
holdings, and the market has become 
almost stagnant, prices remaining at levels 
substantially below those ruling a few 
months ago. The course of businese 
depends entirely upon the action of the 
Ministry. 


Coastal Shipping Affairs 


Reports that coastal shipping will come 
under the Ministry of Shipping, which 
would fix the rates paid, are inaccurate. 
and the Chamber of Shipping states that 
the position regarding coastal liners is 
that the Ministry has given indications 
that it has decided to requisition these 
vessels. There is a different state of affairs, 
however, as regards coastal ‘‘ tramps,” as 
since the outbreak of war representative 
bodies of coastal shipowners and merchants 
have met continuously to settle and revise 
rates. These talks are carried on in close 
touch with the Ministry of Shipping, 
which gives its approval to the final deci- 
sions. With so many ports of loading and 
discharge and the carrying of so many 
different commodities, rates are exceedingly 
humerous; but with the changing condi- 
tions frequent revision of rates by owners 
and merchants in consultation is obviously 
necessary. Recently the position of coastal 

tramp” shipping has become difficul: 
owing to the high cost of war risk 
insurance and the irregular movements of 
vessels round the coast since the French 


Channel ports were occupied.

Humphreystown Bridge 


A correspondent writes :— 

I was interested in your reference to 
Blessington old bridge and lament its 
destruction—there is no _ necessity for 
destroying it. 

Would youconsider making a plea for the 
preservation of Humphreystown Bridge? 
It is a very beautiful one-arched bridge, 
with two circular openings, which serve 
as a byewash when the river is high. 

I believe that the architect must have 
been influenced by the design of the old 
Roman bridge at Verona in North Italy, 
which contains very similar ‘openings. It 
would be interesting to know who he was 
and whether he ever visited Italy. I know 
of no similar design in Ireland. The old 
Grand Juries employed good architects, 
as many bridges and the courthouses in 
county towns—Carlow, Waterford, Cork. 
and others show. The Munster and 
Leinster Bank should be commended. 
Many of their new buildings are beautiful, 
notably at Schull, Cork, and Dundalk. 

The names of the architects of these 
buildings should be recorded. 


Uncle Sam 


A copy of ‘‘ Uncle Sain’s Call to Arms.” 
painted by Major Thomas Woodburn, has 
just been received in Ireland. 

In this historic poster the familiar figure 
is depicted in his striped tubular garments 
ending in Jodhpur boots! His tail coat 
and hat lie discarded behind him, while 
the weafer has replaced them with a 
formidable-looking pair of black wings. 
A white bird, resembling an eagle about to 
seize its prey, sits upon the shoulder of the 
tall, bearded figure, whose face radiates 
all the enthusiasm of the Crusader.

Major Woodburn is a well-known artist 
in America.

“John Sherman” 


Mr. M. 8. Jackson, of Athy, writes me 
as follows :— 

For about two months I have been 
looking for a book. It is called “John 
Sherman,” by ‘‘Ganconagh’”’ (W. B. 
Yeats’s pseudonym). 


I began this search for the Holy Grail 
by writing to two prominent Dublin book- 


sellers, and received two letters which 

might have been carbo-copied: ‘‘out of 
i E6Y : | ae 

print ’’ and “ unobtainable ” were coincid- 


ing phrases in both. Two other letters. 
one: from Oxford and one from London, 
coming from booksellers to whom I had 
also written, were so similar that I began 
to suspect these booksellers of possessing 
convenient printed circulars concerning the 
book in question. 

And when I received an almost identical 
reply from a New York bookseller I began 
to suspect that all these people had a bias 
against me and were withholding the Holy 
Grail from me. 


This opinion was shattered by Sean 
O Faolain’s‘ radio talk (“ Forgotten 
Fiction”) on Monday night. ‘ John 


Sherman,” incredible though it may seem, 
was genuinely out of print! 

Actually, before Mr. O Faolain’s talk, I 
had visited more Dublin bookshops than 
the rate collectors know of! I had walked 
through clean book shops and filthy book 
shops; shops on the quays and shops off 
the quays; shops where you stumbled over 
barricades of volumes that had vomited on 
to the “pavements grey ” from an over- 
loaded interior, and shops were Job-like 
assistants were continuously arranging 
books which customers had disarranged, 


The Book which was Lost 


After a few days of company with bored 
assistants, indifferent assistants, irascible 
assistants and suspicious assistants I gave 
if up, called “John Sherman ”’ “' the book 
which was lost,” and tottered home without 
hope of being ‘‘ exceedingly glad because 
the book which was lost had been found.’’ 

Is it not rather amazing that such a 
book, which is, if I am not mistaken, an 
undisputed autobiography of Ireland's 
greatest poet—in fact, the greatest poet 
of the present century—should be given 
the chance to go out of print? | 

The indifference of a local labourer, when 
asked what he thought of Yeats the poet 
and replied: ‘‘T don’t trust anny of them 
potes—’cept Tommy Moore!” is under- 
standable, but the indifference of the entire 
Irish nation! What about that? 

For those who may be interested, the 
original publishers of ‘‘ John Sherman”’ 
are “ The Pseudonym Library.” 


Lost Manuscripts 


Mr. Somerset Maugham, who has made 
a name both as playwright and short-story 
writer, is Joining the company of literary 
men who are helping materially on the 
propaganda side of the war.

BIGGEST EXPLOSION OF

Describing the raid on the large oil refinery 
at Leuna, one of the pilots said :—'' There 
were no fires when we arrived, but as we were 
cruising around we saw a stick of bombs 
from another aircraft go off across the’ works. 
Explosions followed which were much larger 
than uormal bomb bursts, and it certainly 
looked as if something big had blown up. 
Several fires broke out at once, and two of 
tiem were still burning when we left the 
scene. 

‘“ We got an independent pin-point two or 
iliree miles from the target, and this satisfied 
me that these fires were coming from the 
works. ‘Then we made our run-up. Our 
bombs dropped just to the north of the fires, 
but nothing happened for a minute or two.

'fHE chief business in the Dail 


when it meets to-day will 
the discussion on the second reading 
of the bill, recently introduced by 
Mr. P. J. Ruttledge, Minister for 


Local Government, to enable County 
Boroughs, County Councils, Urban 
Councils and Boards of Health to 
carry out public utility schemes for 
the purpose of providing employment 
for unemploye rsons. Under the 
terms of the bill the Minister has 
power to certify any proposed 
scheme, and, in the event of failure 
of the local authority to carry it out, 
to compel the execution of the work. 

Several supplementary estimates will be in- 
troduced. One of these makes provision for 
an Irish Charge d’Affaires in Switzerland, 
who will be paid at the rate of £700, rising 
to £900 per annum, with representation 
allowance of £750 a year, as well as motor 
car allowance. The holder of the position will 
act as Permanent Delegate to the League of 
Nations. The salary does not carry Civil 
Service bonus, but the representation allow- 
ance includes the equivalent of home Civil 
Service bonus on the basic salary. He is 
provided with a free furnished residence, fuel 
and light. Mr. Frank T, Creniins, who is 
the present Permanent Delegate to the League 
of Nations, is apparently designated for the 
new post. 

Another supplementary estimate is to pro- 
vide an additional sum for grants under the 
Housing (Financial and Miscellaneous Pro- 
visions). Acts. The amount required is 
£30,000, but, in view of savings under other 
heads, the actual amount to be voted now is 
only £10. . 


TO MAKE UP DEFICIENCIES 
A sum of £2,500 is required by the 


Ministry for Justice to make good deficiencies 
in estates of minors, due, it is stated, ‘‘to 
the defalcations of the late General Solicitor 
for Minors, who died in February, 1938. The 
deficiencies will be made good on orders of 
the President of the High Court.

On the second of the 
two days the enemy Joss was 135 machines, 
and the day’s fighting was so successful that 
the Prime Minister sent a special — of 
congratulation to the Fighter Command, 
These losses have been inflicted on the 
enemy at a cost of under 160 British pilots 
during the month, and though the loss of 
even one of these superbly skilled and 
gallant young men gives an almost personal 
sorrow to the whole nation, it cannot be said 
that casualties on such a scale cre serious to 
a force of the size and possessed of thio resources 
of the R.A.F. ‘The first conclusion, therefore, 
to be drawn from the month's air battles is 
that the enemy, far from sapping the strength 
of the R.A.F., has been quite unable to pre- 
vent its steady growth. He may still hope 
for better results—indeed, he cannot abandon 
hope without suffering a serious blow to his 
prestige—but both he and his Italian ally 
indirectly admit defeat by the effort that is 
now being made to explain that a long war 
is inevitable.

The Dublin trawler Kosmos (231 tons) 
has arrived in the port of Dublin after being 
machine-guuned off the coast of Scotland a 
few days ago. None of the crew of ten was 
injured, although several of them had narrow 
escapes. 

A member of the crew said that about 
8.30 a.m. on Friday last the trawler was 
fishing alone in hazy weather when an aero- 
plane appeared overhead.

He was in his bunk when the firing started 
and he got up to go towards the engine room. 
When he returned a few minutes later he 
saw that two bullets had penetrated the deck 
and lodged in the pillow of his bunk. Several 
other bullets also were found in the fore- 
castle. 

When it reached its wharf at Great Britain 
quay, Dublin, the Kosmos showed the effect 
of the machine-gunning——damage has been 
done to the deck, lifeboats, rafts and other 
woodwork on board.

In making application for increased rates the 
unions had not stipulated any definite figure, 
but had drawn attention to the fact that in 


drawing up a new agreement regard should 
be paid to the increase that had taken place 
in the cost of living. Their case was based 
on the fact that increases in the cost of 


living had taken place over a  yriod of 


twelve months, and that, notwithstanding 
that. the Master Bakers had refused to give 
any increase, however modest, on the ground 


that wages were already, if not too high, at 
any rate, higher than those prevailing in 
other industries. 


While they admitted that the trade was 
a well paid one. it was not fair that a 1938 
agreement should operate now, in view of 
the cost of living. They admitted that in 
the emergency it would be necessary to make 
sacrifices, but they took exception to the 
contention that there was no compensation 


whatever for increases in the cost of living. 
Members of his union could not understand 
how the Master Bakers who contended that 
increases in wages would affect the price of 
bread were able to pay 1s. 6d. extra per sack 
during the past month for flour. Wages in the 
trade accounted for 1d. in the price of the 4lb. 
loaf, and an increase of 5s. would: mean only 
an infinitesimal increase in the price of bread. 

Bakers and ovenmen received £5 4s. a week; 
table-hands, £4 11s 6d.; helpers and other 
workers under 18 received 37s. a week; 18 to 


21 49s., and over 21 68s. 6d. The majority 
of these workers were adults. Dough-makers 
or table-hands were required to work from 
4.50 a.m., and were paid an additional 11s. 
a week. Sponge-makers also qualified for 
the additional wage. 


THE BREAD SERVER 


Mr. J. Bradbury, Bread-servers’ Section of 
the Union, said that it was through the 
initiative of the server that the firms’ busi- 
ness was extended, and, apart from the 
increased cost of living, he ad never been 
well paid. His difficulties included guarding 
against competition and the collection of 
accounts and debts. Most firms had the rigid 
regulation. that the vanman could give credit 
only for a week, and, if the customer 
defaulted, he was held responsible. The rule 
was sometimes broken to maintain trade. 
The average period of work was from 7 a.m. 
to 8 p.m., although there was no definite time, 
as the vanman had to sell as much as he 
could. On Saturdays he might be still on 
the road at 11 p.m. 

Some firms recognised the importance of 
his work, and paid a generous commission— 
this, in the case of one firm, amounting to 
£39 a quarter, in addition to the man’s wages 
of £3 19s. 6d. a week. A smaller rate of 
commission was paid by other firms. The 
server's weekly sales amounted to between 
£45 and £50 in the case of one big firm. He 
had to work in all weathers, and clothes and 
boots were an expensive item. He was not 
aware that any firm supplied their servers 
with waterproof coats.

MINISTER’S REPLY 


The Minister of Labour (Mr. J. F. 
Gordon), replying, said that the report 
referred to was not issued by the National 
Council of the Y.M.C.A., but was submitted 
to that body by three members who desired 
to record the impression they had formed.

CHARGE

REMANDED

At Blarney District Court to-day, Timothy 
Connolly, farm labourer, Mohone, Dunman- 
way, was charged with th murder of Philip 
Joseph Donovan, afiother farm labourer, at 
Garrycloyne . Blarnev, County Cork, on 
Sunday. September 15th, 

The accused nan was again remanded in 
custody. 

John Wiseman. farmer, Garrycloyne, said 
that both men, together with William 
Murphy another farn. labourer, were in his 
employment. Ali three slept in a loft, as did 
another workman, Thomas McIlroy. Witness 
described how, on the Sunday afternoon, 
Septembe: 15. William Murphy and Thomas 
McIlroy made statements to him, as a result 
of which he went to the loft and saw 
Donovan, his face covered with blood, lying 
on his bed unconscious and breathing heavily. 
Witness sent for Dr. Ryan and a priest. 
Donovan appeared to be dead a few minutes 
later. Witness added that, as far as he knew, 
the accusea man and Donovan were on very 
good terms, and witness’s wife, Mrs. Wise- 
man, said she had never seen them quarrel. 

William Murphy an employé of the Wise- 
mans, said that usa was aged twenty- 
six. Witness usually slept with him, and 
Connolly occupied the other bed. On Satur- 
day night, the 14th inst., Connolly and 
Donovan chatted together in a I 
manner, but witness was awakened after mid- 
night by loud talking between them. Donovan 
was standing un the floor and Connolly was 
in bed, and they were having an argument. 
On Sunday morning Donovan remarked to 
witness that he vas feeling ill. Donovan 
went to bed again and fell asleep, Connolly 
came into the loft about 2 p.m. He came 
straight to the bed where Donovan and 
witness were lying, and, without saying a 
word, struck Donovan a violent blow in the 
face with his fist. Connolly next threw off 
his coat, flung it in his bed, and again struck 
Donovan in the face with his clenched fist. 
About five times more Connolly struck 
Donovan in the face, The first blow appeared 
to have knocked Donovan unconscious. 

Witness tried to prevent Connolly from 
hitting Donovan, but Connolly shoved him 
back. Donovan made no attempt to save 
himself or to strike Connolly. The pillow 
was covered with blood from Donovan s nose. 
Connolly then picked up his coat and went 
out, and witness called Mr. and Mrs. Wise- 
man.

Giornale d'Italia says ‘‘that Gib- 

raltar was assigned to Spain in the 
new European order,” it is certainly not 
superfluous to review the present general 
status of the celebrated fortress. The German 
view of the matter was thus enunciated a year 
and a half ago by Colonel Zylander in the 
Boersen Zettung: ‘‘From the Western 
Powers Spain has never received her due. 
Britain’s possession of Gibraltar and France’s 
predominant position in Morocco are symbolic 
of the attitude of these two countries. - Spain, 
in alliance with those Powers who act for 
world peace, can remove that great injustice 
by debarring entry into the Mediterranean of 
a Power which does not dwell there. It lies 
with Spain herself to take a favourable 
opportunity to renew her old glory.” 

Once Britain—in the years after the 
Washington Conference—began sending big 
ships inte the Mediterranean again, Gibraltar 
naturally came into consideration. The 
Abyssinian war and, above all, the Spanish 
Civil War accentuated the attention given 
to the fortress. So that, in a general way 
it has been increasingly taken care of. The 
thirteen months to date of the present war— 
and especially the last half-year—have wit- 
nessed further developments. It is not 
unreasonable, then, to assume that its 
military potential is to-day at the maximum. 
It remains to examine what exactly that 
amounts to. m 


W HEN so authoritative a journal as the

It all boils down to a matter of answering 


two questions: (a) Can the British continue 
to hold Gibraltar? and (b) What would be 


its actual value as a naval base? In answer- 


ing these two questions we may get a certain 
}amount of guidance from the facts of the 
great siege of 160 years ago—during the War 
of American Independence. On that occasion, 


of course. the answer to the first question 
was affirmative—the British. held on to 
Gibraltar for three years seven months and 
twelve days, or a world’s record in the matter 
of sieges. As to the second question, the 
British did not really use the fortress at all 
as a base. Seeing that there were no 
hostilities in the Mediterranean, there was no 
The important thing 
to note is that they deemed it worth while to 
hold on, although in the existing circum- 
stances Gibraltar was no asset, but rather a 
grave liability. Every spring it had to be 
re-supplied on the largest scale—at the cost 
of serious detriment to the other operations 
of the several relieving fleets, under Rodney, 
Darby and Howe in succession. 

We may, accordingly, assume that this 
time also the British will make every effort to 
keep a firm grip on the fortress. It is likely 
that far more diehevuhe precautions have now 
been taken as regards the storage of food, 
and quite extraordinary measures have been 
taken as regards drinking water. A great ex- 
panse of tlhe unassailable Mediterranean 
face has been searped for catchment of 
rain-water, which is then stored in ten quite 
subterranean cisterns. The 
storage capacity approaches the 200 million 
gallon figure in a year of normal rainfall. 
And, as for revictualling, that is a far simpler 
affair now than in Rodney’s time. Gibraltar 
is not likely to succumb to famine. | 

Before examining the possibility of reduc- 
tion by bombardment, it will be advisable to 
go into the question of its present naval 
value. Obviously the harbour cannot be 
occupied continuously by any number of 
ships. This is the case quite independently 
of Spanish hostility;*the area is too re- 
stricted and mine defences are difficult. On 
the other hand, there would seldom be need 
for any such tenancy; there. are now no 
convoys to be assembled here, and alterna- 
tive fleet rendezvous can easily be found if 
required. The moles enclosing the harbour 
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the efficent servicing of such ought not to 
prove an insoluble problem. 


HALF-WAY HOUSE 


Gibraltar is a useful half-way house 
between Britain and Malta—1,000 miles 
approximately from each. It interposes 
squarely between the German Fleet in 
French ports and the Italians in the Mediter- 
ranean. It is a cable station of great im- 
portance for communications with India, 
Australia and South Africa. And, even in 
this age of wireless, the cable has a very 

reat importance of its own. I[n_ short, 
Gibraltar is well worth holding, and by its 
very physical AE it can be held very 
economically. The only question is if modern 
developments have made it any more vulner- 
able than it used to be. 

Assuming the maximum degree of attack 
that can possibly be mounted against 
Gibraltar—i.e., against the ' Rock,” as 
distinct from the port—what then? It is 
really a matter of blasting, say, Ben Bulbin, 
by aerial bombing and super-artillery; and 
there is nothing to show that the thing is 
feasible. No doubt, heavy air bombs can 
be dropped copiously, but the A.A. defences 
are good and it is not a matter of dive- 
bombing with light projectiles. And, as for 
super-artillery, this must come down through 
occupied France and Spain. And it is very 
doubtful, indeed, whether the Spanish rail- 
ways could stand up to loads of 250 tons 
or thereabouts, and anything less would be 
simply toying with the matter. Gibraltar, it 
must be remembered is a quite unusual 
fortress—natural rather than artificial, though 
art has strongly reinforced nature in its
